USSR- -Agriculture : Khrushchev has forecast a 
record grain harvest of 147 million metric tons for 
1962. 

This, like Soviet grain production claims since 
1958, seems highly exaggerated. In view of the bad 
weather during the 1962 growing season, we estimate 
this year's grain crop at about 115 million tons. 

Khrushchev disclosed that the potato crop in 1962 
was 25 percent lower than last year and that sugar 
beet production dropped 4 percent. He predicted some 
improvement in output of livestock products. The 1962 
goals, however, will be badly underfulfilled despite 
the adoption this year of Khrushchev’s new cropping 
pattern, which is designed in part to increase the fee d 
supply.

UN forces are conducting air and ground recon- 
naissance of the Kongolo area, where Katangan air- 
craft have slowed the Congolese army attack, and 
UN officials in New York have warned Tshombe against 
continuing "offensive” air operations. The chief UN 
representative in Leopoldville stated on 13 November 
that New York had authorized UN forces to engage 
"attackers" in the air or on the ground.
